Uſe of the Bark invariably put a Stop to 
the Progreſs of an Intermittent; a con- 
vincing Proof, that the moſt powerful 
Medicine cannot juſtly be warranted in- 
fallible, and a Reaſon too prevailing, to 
allow me the Mention of ſo pompous and 
abſurd an Epithet, upon this, or any 
other Occaſion. 


 FoRMERLY, the Liſbon Diet-Drink

— Where ſharp acrimoni- 
ous Humors in flame the Eyes, where 
the female Patient, from a bad Habit of 
Body, is ſubject to the Fluor Albus, or 
that kind of Weakneſs peculiar to Women, 
or where the Liver is obſtructed, and a 
bilious yellow hue appears on the Skin with 
a Diſpoſition inclin'd to Melancholly; this 
Diet Drink will be found to produce a re- 
markable good Effect; becauſe, in Several 
Caſes, where theſe Symptoms have pre- 
vail d in a very high Degree, I have gene- 
rally obſerv'd that the Event was favour-

I T produces its Effects in the moſt ſa- 
lutary gentle Manner, acting principally 
by Perſprration, Urine, and moderate 
Stools ; inſomuch, that where ever there is 
Suſpicion of a venereal Taint, it may be

t rc or Women with Child; and 


as Infants are often infected by diſtem- 
per'd Nurſes, or ſometimes born Heirs to 


this cruel Diſeaſe, this Med cine, by its 


Mildneſs, is perfectly well adapted to 


the Cure; being proper in the moſt ten- 


der Conſtitutions and even in hectic Com- 


plaints, where the Uſe of Mercury would 


be highly prejudicial. 


IN the Cure of Diſeaſes, we are often 
directed to watch the Courſe of Nature, 
and to obſerve with Diligence the Steps 
ſhe takes to free herſelf of every Incum- 
brance: In the Venereal Diſeaſe and 
Scurvy, the Patient is ſometimes ſeiz'd 
with a Flux of the Belly, which being an 
Effort of Nature, to throw off the morbid 
Matter by the inteſtinal Glands, ought, 
by all Means, to be encouraged ; agree- 
able to this, 'tis evident that a Medicine 
which 1s gently laxative, and conſtantly 
keeps the Bowels open, muſt greatly con- 
tribute to the Cure, by affording the Ve- 
nereal Poiſon a free Paſſage out of the 
Body by the Inteſtines, whenever Nature 
determines it that Way: Again, when 
the tainted Juices are thrown outwards, 
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and deform the Skin with Eruptzons, 


this Medicine by opening the Pores and 


promoting a free Perſpiration, will aſſiſt 


in forwarding their Exit. In this 
Caſe Dr. Robinſon, in his excellent Trea- 
tiſe on the Venereal Diſeaſe ab lutely con- 
demns a Salvation, as attended with very 
pernicious Conſequences; for, according 


to his Opinion, it may reſolve the Matter 


of the Pocky Scabs, Blotches, and Ulcers, 
and oblige the tainted Juices, that Nature 
for her Security had thrown upon the Skin, 
to melt down, and retreat into the Blood 
again; which is acting both againſt the 
Laws of Nature, and the evident Maxims 
of the Animal OEconomy, 


Tux better to account for the Effects 
of the Dzet-Drink, I ſhall beg Leave to 
conſider, in the ſhorteſt Manner, the Na-

And laſtly, it is with great Reaſon fuppos'd 
of a h Nature, becauſe the Infection 
is never communicated by Effluvia, as in 
the Small-Pox, and other contagious Di- 
ſeaſes. 


Tur Blood, therefore, being alter'd 
from its ſound State, by the Acrimony of 
the Venereal Poiſon ; all the Fluids ſepa- 
rated from it become vitiated, and unfit 
for the Purpoſes of Life; the Solids are 
not only robbed of their due Supply of 
Nouriſhment, but alſo ſuffer greatly from 
the Sharpneſs of the Juices, irritating, 
and at laſt eroding the Veſlels in which 
they circulate ; and from this Cauſe ariſe 
Pain and Inflammations, which often ul- 
cerate without a previous Suppuration of 
the Part. 


BEesIDEs, the Stimulus occaſioned by 
the acrid Fluids, will ſollicit the minute 
Veſſels which are moſt ſenſible, to con- 
tract and force back their Contents into

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the larger Branches, and this, by leſſen- 


ing the Diameters of the 3 Veſſels, 


and preventing a due Circulation, will 
become the immediate Cauſe of Obſtructi- 


on, Tumors, and Caries of the Bones: 
This contractile Diſpoſition of the Solids 


is not at all Conjecture, but prov'd, from 


Experience, to be matter of Fact: for 
by examining with a Microſcope, the 
Parts of an Animal in Pain, that is found 
ſufficient to alter the Courſe of the Blood, 
and by the Spaſms it occaſions, will drive 
back the Fluids in their Veſſels, till the 
Stimulus is remov'd; ſo that from this 


Obſtruction to the Progreſs of the Circu- 


lation, Tumors may probably happen, 
without any preter-natural Thickneſs or 
Coagulation of the Blood. 


InpEED, it is generally thought, that 


- at firſt, the infectious Matter acts chiefly 


by coagulating the Juices, which ſtagna- 
ting, acquire a Degree of Acrimony ſuf- 
ficient to erode the Solid Parts, but whe- 
ther the one of theſe Qualities precedes 
the other, or whether they do not exiſt 
together, from the Time of Infection, 


is a Circumſtance which I think, is very

Tux Viſcidity of the Blood is alſo the 


Conſequence of the Venereal Poifon; 
which concurring with its Acrimony, 
may produce Symptoms almoſt inumer- 
able, and tho variouſly complicated, yet 
all of them depending upon theſe twa 
preceeding ſimple Cauſes, 


Tk Globules of Blood have mutual 
Attractions, which increaſe in Proportion 
to their Surface of Contact; and there are 
ſeveral Properties reſiding in Matter, which 
are found to augment or diminiſh this at- 
tractive Power; Vegetable Acids diflolve the 
Blood, whilſt ineral acid Spirits, are faid 
infallibly to coagulate and diſpoſe it te run 
into preternatural Coheſions; and as the 
Venereal Poiſon is ſuppos d to be of an acid, 
or ſalſo- acid Nature, tis no Wonder that 
it ſhould thicken the Lymph, and bring 
on all the Symptoms conſequent of that 
Quality, vig. Puboes in the Groin, In- 
flammations and Enlargement of the 
Teſtes, with Tumors and Obſtructions of 

the Glands in ſeveral Parts of the Body. 
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A v1sciD State of the Blood may like- 
wiſe happen from a Defect of its Motion 
from any Cauſe; for as the conſtituent 
Parts of all the Animal Fluids are globu- 
lar in their natural State, ſo do they pre- 
ſerve that Figure by the canſtant Revolu- 
tion of their Parts; by which, every ſe- 
parate Particle may be conſider'd as a 


Ball or ſinall ſphere, continually turn- 


ing round its own Axis, in various Di- 
rections; therefore, as their Motions lan- 
guiſh, or wholly ceaſe, theſe Particles 
muſt recede from their original globular 
Figure and aſſume others, more or leſs 


approaching thereunto: But ſince ſpheri- 


cal Particles do, of all others, contain 
the greateſt Quantity of Matter under the 
leaſt Surface, their Points of Contact, 
inter ſe, mult be the ſmalleſt, and conſe- 
quently the beſt adapted to compoſe a 
fluid Body; ſo that whenever the Juices 
change this Figure for any other that is 
pointed or angular, they are faid to be in 
a diſeas'd or acrimonious State; and not 
only ſo, but they muſt likewife become 
more glutinous and roapy, for the Cohe- 
fion of their Parts will be in Proportion 


„ 
to their Surface of Contact, and as the 
Quantity of their Surface is increas'd by 
their new-acquir'd Figure, they muſt, of 
Neceſſity, conſtitute a Fluid more viſcid 


and tenacious than what it was before. 


Tx1s Indiſpoſition of the Juices will 
prove the greateſt Obſtacle to a free glan- 
dular Secretion, and the venal Blood be- 
ing, by this Means depriv'd of that due 
Supply of Lymph, which, in a natural 
State, dilutes and keeps it fluid, will grow 


thick and unfit for Circulation; its Motion 


will become languid, and its Return to 


the Heart, thro' the ſmall Veſſels, more 


difficult ; and as this Loſs of Motion will 
ſtill become greater and greater, as the 
ſeveral Glands increaſe in their Obſtruc- 
tion, ſo will the Blood's Vine be aug- 
mented more and more.

animal Fluids, is conſtantly propell'd by 


the Force of the Heart, and by Degrees

Tue Scurvy, according to the beſt 
Writers, cannot. properly be defin'd a 
ſimple Affection depending upon any one 
ſingle proximate Cauſe ; but is rather a 
Complication of Diſorders, attacking the 
Patient with various Symptoms, moſt of 
which. may be trac'd to the Fountain from 
whence they ſpring, viz. a bad State of the

Blood: This Diſcracy of the Blood, may 
be occaſion'd by tedious and long - conti- 
nued Illneſs, which weakens the Vital 
Powers, by unwholeſome Diet, ſuch 
as that of Fleſh-Meats, which are 
rendered indigeſtible, by being exceſſively 
dry'd, or from the vaſt Quantity of Salt 
uſed in preſerving them; by drinking 
corrupted ſtagnating Water, or by 
breathing a confin'd, moiſt, inelaſtic or 
putrid Air; but, according to Lind, thoſe 
who have undergone a Salivation are, of 
all others, the moſt ſubject to this Diſeaſe.

of Salt, in two Ounces of Water, pre- 
ſerved Fleſh ſweet twenty Hours longer 
than pure Water, yet he found, from re- 
peated Experiments, that Fleſh, with 
from five to twenty Grains of Sea-Salt, 
putrified ſooner than the ſame Quantity of 
Fleſh infus'd in Water only ; and further 
_ obſerves, ſince Salt is never taken in Ali- 
ment, beyond the Proportion of the cor- 
rupting Quantities in the Experiment, it 
appears ſubſervient to Digeſtion, chiefly 
by a ſeptic Virtue ; and conſequently, I 
think, may be juſtly deem'd a principal 
Cauſe of the Scurvy, contrary to the 
Opinion of a modern Writer on that 
Diſeaſe.

I T is the Nature of all animal Oils, 
when exalted by extraordinary Heat, or 
long Reſt, to acquire a Degree of Ran- 
cidity, ſufficient to bring on a total Cor- 
ruption of the Humours with which they 
are mix'd, and alſo to erode the Solids, 
where they chance to ſtagnate: This 
ſeems, in a great Meaſure to be the Caſe,

T 1s found, from Experience, that no- 


ching will ſooner correct the Acrimony of 
rancid Oils, than vegetable Salts ; for by 


mixing rancid Train Oil with Pot-aſhes, 


it loſes its Sharpneſs, and is immediately 


chang'd into a Soap, which is a mild, in- 
nocent Subſtance, widely differing from 
the two Bodies which produce it. 


Ix ſuch a putrid State of the Humours 


as has been already hinted at, watery 


Diluents, tho impregnated with the moſt 
proper medicinal Virtues, can be of little 
Service, except endued with ſuch a Sapo- 
naceous Quality, as will become a Medium 
to incorporate and combine the watery 
with the rancid oily Parts: The Liſbon 
Diet-Drinꝭ gives the moſt plain and vi-

EvErY Degree of Putrefaction is fol- 
low'd by a proportional Degree of Re- 
ſolution in the Fluids, and a ſuitable Re- 
laxation and Decay of the Solids, though 
ever ſo inſenſible ; and ſince the Blood is 
melted down, and the Solid Fibres 
over = ſtrain'd, waſted, and render'd- 
effete by a Salvation, it may, without 
Doubt, be look'd upon as a Cauſe power- 
fully diſpoſing the Patient to the Scurvy ;

and Figure: By the firſt Property, it may 
be conſider'd to act with a mechanical 
Power, like that of the Wedge, Sc. By 
the ſecond, it becomes capable of inſinu-

ating itſelf into, and prevading the moſt 
minute capillary Veſſels; and by the 


Third, tis exquiſitely fitted for Motion

THz Preparations of this Mineral, as 
apply'd to the Practice of Medicine, have 
afforded Subject for various Opinions, be- 
ing, by Some, deem'd highly pernicious 
and ſuſpected of arſenical Qualities, con- 
ſequently a dangerous Poiſon, and abſo- 
lutely unfit for medicinal Purpoſes: others 
again, have applauded their Excellence, 
and zealouſly inſiſted on their Safety and 
Efficacy in many Diſeaſes, particularly 


that of the Lues Yenerea : But both Par- 


ties have certainly err'd in the Extreme; 


for the firſt raſhly condemn d this valuable 


Medicine, from the terrible Symptoms 
that followed its improper Uſe, with- 
out ever conſidering, that the horrid De- 
vaſtation it made, was more owing to the 
immoderate, Quantity, than to any dele- 
terious Quality reſiding in it: On the 
other Hand, the Advocates for it, too la- 
viſhly commended it, without ſufficiently 
attending to thoſe particular | Caſes, i 
which

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which later Experience proves it to be ex- 
tremely pernicious: And yet this Oppoſi- 
tion of Opinions ſeems not at all unac- 
countable, for in the early Stages of the 
Venereal Diſeaſe, a Medicine, thus uncer- 
tain in its Qualities, was chiefly adminiſ- 
ter'd by Empericks, and unſkilful Men, 
who boldly gave to one, that which had 
cur'd another of the like Diſeaſe, with- 
out any Regard to proper Doſe, or Dif- 
| ference of Conſtitution. Such inconſide- 
rate Practice produc'd the moſt dreadful 
Effects, and Death itfelf was oftentimes 
the Conſequence; for, by over-loading 
the Blood with Mercury, the Patient was 
quickly deſtroy'd by a Hemorrhage, Suf- 
focation, or ſuch like alarming Symp- 
toms; ſo that 'tis no wonder it ſhould 
fall into Diſcredit and Neglect: How- 
ever there were not wanting ſome, who 
by more cautious and rational Methods, 
became able to aſcertain its Doſe with 
more Exactneſs, and from the better 
Succeſs of thoſe, it was again reviv'd in 
Practice, and brought into Eſteem. Me- 
dicines, therefore, like moſt other Things, 
derive their Value from their proper Uſe, 
fince we find the ſame medicinal Subſtan-

es good or bad, according to the Man- 
ner of their Application. 


Ax Attempt to raiſe the Eſteem of one 
Medicine by degrading another, might 
_ juſtly admit of the moſt ſevere Cenſure; 
and therefore, before I go further, ſhall 
beg leave to obviate every Objection of 
this Kind, by aſſuring the Reader, that 
this is ſo foreign and repugnant to my De- 
ſign that tis the only Thing which I 
would induſtriouſly ſeek to avoid; for 
throughout the whole, I would only be 
underſtood to doubt the Safety or Succeſs 
of a Salivation in particular Caſes, where 
a gentler Remedy would not only more 

certainly effe& a Cure, but what is of the 
greateſt Conſequence, without ſubjecting 
the feeble Patient to thoſe Injuries which 
His Conſtitution muſt unavoidably ſuſtain

MERcuRy, in its pureſt State, toms 
void of all Acrimony, except diveſted of 
its natural Form by a Chymical Proceſs ; 
and ſuch is the peculiar Property of this 
Fluid, that its ultimate Particles will till 
tetain their ſpherical Fi igure, tho divided 


* and 
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and reſolved into the moſt ſubtile Vapour ; 
and ſince it is ſuppos'd to act upon the 
human Body by its Gravity, Diviſibility 
and Figure ; 'tis highly probable that: 
moſt bf the elaborate chymical Proceſles, 
by changing its Figure, leſſening its Gra- 
vity, and fixing its Motion, rather tend to 

deſtroy than to exalt its medicinal Virtues. 


 MxrcuRIALs, when judiciouſly given, 
may without Doubt, generally prove the 
abſolute Cure of the Pox in robuſt Ha- 
bits; yet there are many Conſtitutions 
which have ſuffer d ſo much from the long 
Continuance of the Diſeaſe, and the 
improper uſe of Mercury, that they 
are unable any longer, to withſtand the 
Force of ſevere Remedies, and moſt like- 
ly would ſink under a Salivation; which, 
with a long Courſe of Abſtinence, during 
the Progreſs of it, is ſufficient to induce 
ſuch a Waſte of the Body, as oftentimes, 
is never to be repaired : So that the un-

in all Caſes that are ſuppos'd Venereal ; I 
ſhall venture an Attempt to ſhew how it 
may be hurtful to a weakly Conſtitution, 


either when receiv'd into the Blood in a 


Salivation, or where the Venereal Diſeaſe 
is complicated with others, which may 


be exaſperated and render'd worſe by its 
Application. 


MERCURY is a Fluid, whoſe ſpecific 
Gravity is fourteen Times greater than 
that of the Blood ; and tho' the Quantity 
of Motion in the mercurial Globules, 
when mix'd with the Blood in the largeſt 


Veſſels, is, at firſt but fourteen Times 


greater than the Globules of Blood ; yet, 
in the ſmalleſt Branches of the Capillary 
Arteries, it will be above a hundred Times 
oreater , according to the Calculation of 
the learned Aſtruc. | 


Now it is evident what will be the 
Conſequence of this great Diſproportion 
between the increasd Motion of the 
Blood, and the Reſiſtance of the Fibres 
which compoſe its Veſlels ; for as they 
are ated upon by a Force, one hundred 
Times greater than what they ſuſtain'd in 
a natural State, it is requiſite that their

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Power of Reſiſtance ſhould be nearly a 


hundred Times greater than before, to 
counteract the Velocity of the Blood's

TAE great Diſſolution which the Maſs 
of Blood ſufters from the Action of Mer- 
cury, may alſo become an additional 
Cauſe in overcoming the Tone of the 
Veſlels, and help to deſtroy that mutual 
Action, and Re- action which ought to 
ſubſiſt between the Solids and Fluids; 
for, ſuppoſing the Blood to conſiſt of dif- 
ferent Orders of Globules, which is the 
received Opinion; as its conſtituent Parts 


become comminuted and melted down 


by the Gravity of Mercury; the exceſ- 
ſive Heat, at this time produced by its 
quick Motion and Attrition againſt the 
Sides of the Veſſels, will rarify the Air 
ſhut up in each Globule, ſo as to make it

THAT Air realy exiſts in the Globules 
of Blood ſeems plain from their ſpherical 
Figure, but Obſervations with the Mi- 
croſcope have now fo far confirmed that 
Suppoſition, as to leave no Room for 
Diſpute ; for, by examining the Circula- 
tion, Leewenhoeck aſſerts, that in their 
Paſſage through the capillary Veſſels they 
change into an oval Figure, re-aſſuming 
their Roundneſs as ſoon as they come 
into a larger Space : This Change of Fi- 
gure in the ſanguineous Globules denotes 
the Elaſticity of the Air they contain, 
ſince nothing is Elaſtic but what has Air 
in its Compoſition. 


NoR will the vaſt Force of the Air's 
Expanſion when rarified by Heat, ſeem 


at all ſtrange to thoſe who conſider it as 


the principal Agent employed in digeſting 
our Food 1n the Stomach. 


To the foregoing Suppoſition, may be 
objected the Experiment of tying a Portion 
of an Artery with its circulating Blood 

included,

included, for ſince no ſenſible Swelling 
was perceived in it, after placing it in the 
exhauſted Receiver of the Air Pump, it 


was from thence inferred that the Air con- 
tained in the Blood remained inelaſtic in 


its natural State: But this Experiment 
ſeems fallacious and not ſufficiently con- 
cluſive, for if the Reſiſtance of the ſtrong 
Arterial Coats was more than equal to the 
Force of the Air's Expanſion, no ſenſible 
Enlargement could poſſibly happen. 


FROM hence it plainly appears, that 
after taking Mercury in large Quantities the 


Blood acts with the greateſt Violence at a 
Time when the Solids are the leaſt able to 


reſiſt it, and conſequently by its Rapidity 
may burſt its containing Veſſels, as appears 
evident from the Patients bloody Stools, 
Hemorrhage from the Noſe, Mouth, &c. 


W1THovuT diſregarding the Teſtimony 
of Truth, it cannot be denied but that 
this Remedy 1s ſometimes attended with 
Conſequences not only dangerous but 
often fatal, particularly where a becfic 
Fever prevails, or where the Lungs or 
any of the ſofter Viſcera are in a decay'd 
State; for to give Mercurials with Free- 

; L dom 
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dom in ſuch Caſes, would be giving cer- 
tain Death to the Patient : So that Saliva- 
tion is ſo far from being always proper, 
in every Circumſtance of the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, that it often manifeſtly endangers 
the Patient, and lays a F oundation for 


future Diſeaſes. 


For the Reaſons already given, it will 
diſpoſe the Body to a State of univerſal 


Relaxation, which will become the Pa- 


rent of Stubborn and ſometimes incurable 
chronical Complaints, ſuch as exceſſive 


Weakneſs, Conſumption, Dropſy and hefic 


Fever : For as the Strength of Animals is 
ſuppoſed to be in a triplicate Proportion to 
their Quantity of Blood, how great muft 
be the Weakneſs of the Body after a Sali- 
vation? Where the Veſſels, which were 
before diſtended, enlarged, and over-ſtrain- 


ed beyond Meaſure, are now drained of 


their nutritious Juices, and of a ſudden, 


left almoſt empty, from the profuſe Dil. 


charge of Saliva, Urine and Sweat, 


ALMosT every one, from his own Ex- 
perience, can tell the Inconvenience that 
attends a {imple Sprain in any Part of the 
Body, and how long it is before the af- 

fected 
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fected Part regains its former ſtrength : 
The ſame, Cauſe, tho' in a leſs Degree, 


will alſo account for the exceſſive Weak- 
neſs that ſo often follows a high-raiſed Sali- 


vation ; for in both Caſes the Nature of the 
Injury is the ſame, via, the Application of 
a greater Force to the Solids than their na- 
tural Structure can bear ; only in the Firſt, 
the Effect is inſtantaneouſly produced in a 
particular Part, with the Senſe of Pain, and 
in the Laſt, the Complaint 1s univerſal, and 
brought about by Degrees ſo ſlow and in- 
ſenſible, as not to give ſuch manifeſt 
Marks of approaching Danger, 


INDIGESTION is likewiſe a Diſorder 
more immediately ariſing from Relaxa- 
tion than from any other Cauſe, as is evi- 
dent by the Means which relieve it; for 
whatever braces the Fibres and increaſes 
muſcular Motion, ſeldom fails of reſtoring 


the Appetite. 


Tux Contraction of the Heart is allo, 
at this Time, extremely Weak, and that 
Power which the Solids ought to exert 
upon the Fluids being wanting, the Cir- 
culation becomes languid, the Motion of 


the Blood at it's laſt Ebb, and Perſpiration 
IS

is almoſt totally obſtructed : Thus then 
that Vapour which ought conſtantly to 
exhale from the Pores of the Skin, being 
retained, the Veſſels will be overloaded 
with Serum, and a bloated anaſarcous Ha- 
bit generally enſues; and ſince there is a 
Tendency in the Blood to reſolve into its 


conſtituent Parts, when freed from the 
Compreſſion of the Solids, as long as the 


Fibres remain lax and inactive, ſo long 
will the Blood unavoidably continue in a 


crude, watery State. 


Tr1s Tendency of the Patient's Con- 


ſtitution to a Dropſy, cannot be wonder'd 


at, fince that Diſeaſe is often found to 
ſupervene a profuſe Hemorrhage from 
the Noſe, Uterus, &c. And as the Diſ- 
charge in a Salivation is not only ſupply'd 
from the Blood 15 but is alſo derived 
from the very Namina of the Solids them- 
ſelves, diſſolv d and melted down, may not 
this vaſt expence of theſe Solids and Fluids 


be much more likely to produce a Dropſy 


than a ſimple Flux of Blood, or a preter- 
natural Increaſe of any of the other Eva- 


cuations?

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Exctss1ve Weakneſs and a Defect of 
Perſpiration may alſo ariſe from a bad Di- 
geſtion ; for in ſuch Caſes the Nouriſhment 
derived from the Food in the Stomach is 
not ſufficiently elaborated, and enters the 
Blood in a crude, unconcocted State, 
without ever being ſo ſubdued and ſubti- 
lized by the circulating Powers as duly to 
nouriſh the Body, or render it fine enough 


to paſs off by the cutaneous Pores. 


Wir the utmoſt Reſpect and Defe- 
rence to the Opinion and PraQtice of 


others, I ſhould, therefore, think it ad- 
viſable whenever Salivation is required, to 
raiſe it by ſlow Degrees, and inſtead of 
the uſual Quantities of three Drachms or 
more of the Mercurial Unction rubbed in 
at one Time, to apply only a Drachm or a 
Drachm and a Halt by properIntervals; for 


+ by this Means the Mercury will lie longer 


in the Body, and have more Time to act, 
without ſolliciting its Expulſion at the 
Mouth ; the Secretions in general will 


| alſo be more moderately and equally af- 


feed, and the Patient both more ſafe 
and certain of a Cure, provided this Me- 
thod is continued its due Time : For when 


a large Quantity of the Unction is applied 


= at 
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at once, or too haſtily repeated, the ſali- 


vary Glands become dilated of a ſudden, 


and their Reſiſtance to the Diſcharge of 
Saliva ſo ſmall, that the Mercury no ſoon- 
er enters the Blood than it ruſhes off by 


the Mouth; yet this groſs Miſtake of rat- 


ing the Patients Safety by the. Quantity he 
ſpits, is ſo prevailing, that it deſerves to 
be remarked. 


Tris Circumſtance ſeems one probable 
Cauſe, why ſo many are diſappointed of 
a Cure after a plentiful Salivation ; for 
the Mercury, when too liberally applied, 


| Inſtead of undergoing ſeveral Circulations 
and affecting the habit in general, hurries 


oft by the Glands of the Mouth, and 
leaves the venereal Poiſon untouched in 
thoſe Parts which lie moſt remote from 


the Circulation, 


IT ſeems alſo neceſſary here to take No- 
tice, that Mercury does not always carry off 
the infection by raiſing a Spitting; for 
there have been many Inſtances, where 
that could not poſſibly be procured, not- 


| withſtanding its plentiful Uſe, and yet the 


Patient was perfectly freed from all his 
venereal Symptoms; which Circumſtance 
evidently

evidently ſhews, that Salivation, though 
principally depended upon, is not a thing 
| eſſentially neceſſary to the Cure. 


Turs I imagine might be the principal 
Reaſon which firſt gave Riſe to the Practice 
of curing the Pox by Mercury without a 
Salivation; for when it appeared from 
Experience, that the Cure was brought 
about by an Enlargement of the Secretions, 
without the leaſt Salivary Diſcharge, 'twas 
highly rational to conclude that the Diſ- 
eaſe might be removed by promoting theſe 
Secretions without ſubjecting the Patient 
to the Severity of a Salivation : To this 
End, by giving ſuch Things as determine 
the Mercury to the Pores of the Skin, or 
favour its exit by Urine or Stool, and at 
the ſame Time ordering aſtringent Gar- 
gles, the F lux of Saliva to the Glands of 
the Mouth has been entirely prevented. 


Tris Method is particularly recom- 
mended by Deſault, was alſo approved of 
and followed by Dr. Douglaſs and others, 
and with a little Variation, in particular 
Caſes, has ſince been practiſed with great 
Succeſs at one of the principal Locks in 
Town, under the Direction of a very emi- 
G 2 nent 
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nent and ingenious Surgeon, no leſs re- 


markable for his great Affability and a 
communicative Diſpoſition for the Inſtruc- 


tion of his Pupils, than for the many uſe- 
ful Improvements he has added to the 


Science of Surgery. 


Bxs1DEs, the Succeſs attending a Sali- 
vation ought not to be aſcribed to any pe- 
culiar ſpecifick Property inherent in Mer- 


cury, but merely to the diſcharged Quan- 


tity of Saliva ; for tis generally believed, 


that if any other body could be found, 


which would fuſe the blood and occaſion 
the like diſcharge of Saliva; that would 
in all Reſpects, as effeQtually Cure the 
Venereal Diſeaſe as a Salivation raiſed by 


Mercury. 


Tarr Mineral, ſo often mentioned, has 


been charged hy the Antients with many 


pernicious Qualities, and ſome * Obſerva- 
tions of a very modern Date ſeem to ſecond 
their Opinion, ſuggeſting that it raiſes a 


Salivation only by Virtue of ſome Arſini- 


cal Particles, with which it is intimately 
mixed, and which alone produce all the 
ill Effects ariſing from its Uſe.

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NorwITEHSTAN DING this Aſſertion, I 
can hardly believe that it effects a Saliva - 
tion by a Property ſo pernicious as that 
of which it is ſuſpected; for ſetting that 
aſide, all its bad Conſequences may be 
deduced from its Gravity, by which, ac- 
cording to Aſtruc, it may overload the 
ſofter Viſcera, and tear aſunder the diſ- 
tended Coats of the Veſſels. 


Tuls Opinion is confirmed and proved 
even to a Demonſtration, from an Expe- 
riment by Dr. Moulin in the Philoſ. Tranſ- 
act. No. 192, p. 486. Where by inject- 
ing crude Mercury into the Jugular Vein 
of a Dog, the mercurial Globules had 
burſt through the ſmall Veſſels in the 
Lungs, and forced their Way to the Sur- 
face, ſeparating their external Covering 
in Form of ſmall Bliſters, and where the 
Globules lay conſpicuous to the naked 
Eye; as this ſeems pertinent to the pre- 
ſent Subject, I ſhall take the Liberty of 
tranſcribing a few Lines at the Concluſion, 


as the reſult of the Experiment. 


« From Hence may appear the Danger 
of uſing Mercury in human Bodies, ſo 
Sas to get into the Maſs of Blood, eſpe-

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« cially in the Lungs, becauſe they are of 
tc a lax, ſpungy Texture, and want that 
te briſk ſtrong Motion, which the Muſcles 
e have in other Parts, whereby they are 
te enabled to force it along with the Blood 
ce in order to the raiſing a Salivation.

OvcuT we not therefore to be ex- 
tremely cautious in; propoſing a Salzva- 
tion, or the liberal Uſe of Mercury, 
to ſuch as are of a lax Habit, and much 
waſted, whoſe Solids cannot but with 
great Injury ſuſtain the vaſt Streſs laid 
upon them by ſuch a Remedy ? A Con- 
ſequence ſtill more dangerous mult attend 
thoſe who labour under an inward Decay, 
and yet unwarily ſubmit to a mercurial 
Courſe; for here the rarified Blood will 
ruſh upon the diſeaſed Viſcera with a 
Force ſuperior to the Reſiſtance of their 
Fibres, and by the Violence of its Motion 
will break down and deſtroy their tender 
Texture ; or what is equally probable, 
will 
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will inflame and bring a Collection of 
Matter on the affected Part, which burſt- 
ing inwardly, may quickly deſtroy the 
Patient. 


ALL the Arteries before they enter the 
Viſcera are diveſted of their external Coat; 
which is a Circumſtance worth attending 
to, for, by this Means being rendered 
much thinner, they become more yield- 
ing to the Impulſe of the Blood, than thoſe 
in any other Part of the Body. 


Trex Mercury-miners are always ſhort- 
lived *, for in a few Months they begin 
to tremble, and ſcarcely any of them live 
to the third Year: Alſo according to F 
Ramazini, from the Authority of ſeveral 
Writers they die miſerably, being affected 
with Palſies, Vertigo's and a hectic Fever. 
This, however, ſeems to prove but little 
againſt the ſafety of Mercurials, for theſe 
are Symptoms which ſeem not to ariſe 
from the noxious Quality, but rather from 
the immenſe Quantity of this Mineral.

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GUAIACUM, a Medicine formerly, not 
leſs famous than Mercury for the Cure of 


the Venereal Diſeaſe, has its Advantages 
in particular Caſes, but in general ſeems 


to fall ſhort of the Character which at 
firſt attended its Uſe : It is frequently be- 
neficial in a cold phlegmatick Diſpoſition 
of the Body, but is always found to be 
hurtful in bilious dry Conſtitutions, or in a 
ſharp, thin State of the Blood, where the 
Patient is heQic; for as it conſiſts of 
warm acrimonious Parts, which ſtimu- 
late the Solids and increaſe their Action 
upon the Fluids, the Blood will ſtill be far- 
ther broken into ſmaller Particles, and ren- 
dered more quick in its Motion, by which 
its moſt fluid Parts will paſs out of the 
Body in profuſe Sweats, to the great De- 


triment of the Patients Recovery; whoſe 


Strength muſt daily decline from the Ag- 
gravation of all his feverifn Symptoms. 


* FROM thoſe of its Qualities which 
are ſenſible to the Taſte and Smell, one 
would be inclined to think it a valuable 
Medicine, and ſuch it certainly would of- 
ten be found in ſome Caſes, if given in

THERE are two fixed Points, beyond 


which the Veſſels of the Body can nei- 
ther be filled nor empited without a Ple- 


hora happening in the one Caſe, and In- 
anition in the other; and as the ill Symp- 
toms during a Salivation, are occaſioned 
by too great a Plenitude of the Veſſels, 
and the violent Diſtention of their Coats; 
ſo do the Complaints conſequent of a 
Salivation ariſe from Inanition, and a ge- 
neral Weakneſs of the Habit ; and there- 
fore, the Remedies moſt likely to ſucceed, 
are nouriſhing Diet with Moderate Exer- 
ciſe, Chalybeates with the Bark, Aroma- 
tic Bitters, and the Uſe of the Cold Bath : 
But this laſt is never to be adviſed where 
the Patient is extremely weak, or where 
there is a Suſpicion of unſound Viſcera; 
in the laſt Cafe it might prove fatal, by 
forcing the Blood with Violence to the af- 
feed Part; and in the Firſt, it would 
moſt certainly increaſe his Complaints; 
for if the firſt Shock given to the whole 
vaſcular Syſtem by the intenſe Cold ſhould 
1 H fail 
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fail to reſtore the Elaſticity of the Fibres, 
every future Effort would weaken their 
Spring, and become ineffectual. 


MzRcuRY therefore, though a power- 
ful-and moſt excellent Medicine in many 
_ Caſes, when uſed with Caution, may, 
when miſapplied, be productive of many 
terrible Conſequences, and like a Sword 
in the Hands of a Madman, become the 
Inſtrument of irreparable Ills. * Ir acts as 
it is acted upon by the vital Impulſe, and 
whenever that is wanting to tranſmit it to 
the diſeaſed Part, it fails of Succels, and 
becomes of no Effect. 


FROM this we plainly ſee that it has 
no ſpecific Property in ſubduing the Ve- 
nereal Poiſon ; that it works a Cure by its 
Gravity and mechanical Preſſure, and that 
it drives out the Diſeaſe, but with it the 
Nutritious Juices, which are the very Prin- 
ciples of Life.

* Kramer alſo informs us, thac four 
Hundred of the Imperial Troops in Hun- 
gary near Helgrade, who took Mercury, 
without his Advice, all died by the dread- 
ful Conſequences of a dalivation. 


THrirDLY, where the Pox is compli- 
cated with ſcrophulous Tumours of the 
Neck, which may be ſo enlarged by 
Mercury as to compreſs the contiguous 
Veins, and cauſe a Fit of the Apoplexy 
by putting a ſtop to the Return of the 
Blood: And even in thoſe Caſes of the 
Evil or Leproſy where Mercury may be 
given with Safety , it ſeldom ever effects 
-a thorough Cure; for though the Symp- 
toms are alleviated for a Time, they at 
length return with their wonted Severity. 
This, in ſome Meaſure may ſerve as a 
Proof that the Leproſy, Scrophula and 
Pox are three diſtin Diſeaſes ; for if

FouRTHLY, in an habitual Diarrhea, 
where the Mercury by its ſuperior Weight, 
would force open the Veſſels of the 
Bowels and bring on a Bloody Flux. 


FiFTHLY, in a ſpitting of Blood from 
decayed Lungs, or where the Liver has 
been ſchirrous for a long Time; for if 
the Obſtruction does hot readily give Way, 
the Force of the circulating Blood, aſ- 
ſiſted by the Gravity ot Mercury, may 
burſt the Veſſels, or bring the affected 
Part to Suppuration and deſtroy the tender 
Texture of that Bowel.

— He 
had Eruptions on the Hands, Legs and 
Arms, from which a clear glairy Moiſ- 
ture ouz'd forth, and growing dry, gra- 
dually hardened into thick, horny Crufts, 
which at laſt peeled off, and were again 
immediately ſucceeded by others of the 
ſame Kind. 


Tus Symptoms were accompanied 
with Hactivity, and Loſs of Strength, 
from his profuſe colliquative Sweats, and 
likewiſe with Wearineſs and a Pain in the 
muſcular Parts, as after immoderate Ex- 
erciſe: He had fometimes a Hemorrhage 
from the Noſe, with an itching Hy 
Spungineſs of the Gums, which bled upon 
the ſlighteſt Touch. 


ABouT two Years before, ſeveral ſmall 
glandular Swellings appeared in his Neck, 
and likewiſe under his Arm-pits, the 
laſt of which came to Suppuration and 
were opened. From the Patient's Ac-

count, the Wound digeſted badly, and 
though without much Pain or ſymptoma- 


tic Fever, a freſh Collection of Matter 
was brought upon the Part, which was 


_ diſcharged by Inciſion as before, notwith- 


ſtanding the Sore made no Advance to- 
wards Healing, but degenerated into a ,- 
nuous Ulcer, which turned out tedious in 
the Cure, and was laid open ſeveral Times 
before that was effected. 


DURING the Time of his Illneſs he had 


tried ſeveral Medicines, vis. Mercurial 


Phyjic, the Purging Waters with Athiop's 
Mineral, for a Month together; and like- 
wile the different Kinds of Anti-ſcorbutic 
Diet-Drinks, but to little Purpoſe. 


| NoveMBER the 6th 1755, he applied 
to me, and at that Time, beſides the 
Symptoms already mentioned, he had 


great Difficulty in Breathing, and acute 


Pains under his Shoulder-Blades. I 


gave him the Liſbon Diet-Drink by 


the Uſe of which his Pain went off in 
about ten Days, and he could breath with 
Eaſe; ſoon after, the Eruptions on the 
Hands, arms, &c, began to fall of, and

Appetite, and was perfectly well. 


Treg Medicine kept his Body mode- 
rately laxative, - and remarkably increaſed 
the urinary Diſcharge.

M* RCH the 12th 1755, a Gentle- 
man of a ſanguine Conſtitution, aged 
Thirty-five, applied to me: By his Ac- 
count, he had been extremely ill treated; 
for tho' his Complaint was, at firſt, only 
a Running with Heat and Inflammation 
of the urinary Paſſage, he had been libe- 
rally plicd with Mercury and ftrong 
Purges, inſtead of Bleeding, plentiful Di- 
lution, and the Uſe of Emollients. 


H was rendered extremely low and 
weak, by this rough and injudicious Me- 
thod of Treatment, which by irritating 


the inflamed Parts, e on a violent 


Pain 
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Pain at the Neck of the Bladder, with a 
forcing, and a frequent Endeavour to 
make Water, which he voided in ſmall 
Quantities, and with much pain: This 
Complaint at laſt ended in a total Syp- 
preſſion of Urine, inſomuch as to oblige him 
to have it drawn off by the Catheter, and 
afterwards he was directed to the Uſe of 
the Bougee. I found him feveriſh and 
weak, and his Bowels ſo tender from his 
preceeding Treatment, as hardly to bear 
any thing he eat or drank, without ſevere 
Gripings and frequent Stools. —I took away 
ten Ounees of Blood, ordered him an Op:- 
ate at Night, and an Emulſion of Almonds 
with the Addition of Nitre and Gum Ara- 
bic, to be taken occaſionally, which abat- 
ed his Pain, and had otherwiſe a good 
Effect. A few Days after he began with 
the Liſbon Diet-Drink, which agreed with 
him very well, and gently opened his 
Body: In a ſhort Time the Irritation and 
forcing down at the Neck of the Bladder 
abated, and the Heat and Inflammation 
of the urinary Paſſage gradually went off, 
ſo that at laſt he could make Water with- 
out any Inconvenience. His Stomach 
grew better, and a Gleet, which remained

A Gentleman of Family and Fortune, ot 

a Plethoric Habit, and good Conſtitu- 
tion, perceiv'd a ſmall Tumour in the right 
Groin, which by a Surgeon in the Coun- 
try was judg'd to be the Effect of a Cold, 
and conſequently was diſregarded ; it con- 
tinued to increaſe for five Weeks after its 
firſt Appearance, till it became big as a 
large Wallnut, at which Period, a Fluctu- 
ation of Matter was ſenſible to the Touch, 


and the Surgeon no longer doubting of its 


being a venereal Bubo, propos'd to lay it 
open by Inciſion, but from the Patients 
Account, waiting too long for the pointing 
of the Tumour, in order to give him leſs 
Pain in opening it, the collected Matter 
was abſor' d into the Maſs of Blood, leav- 
ing behind it a hard, indolent Swelling. 
which would neither diſperſe nor ſuppu- 
rate: Soon after an Ulcer appear'd near

the right Tonſil Gland, and at the ſame 
Time he had dryEruptions on theSkin with 
brown Spots here and there, which peel'd 
off like Bran; this induc'd him to come 


to London for farther Advice; where at 


his Arrival, he was advis'd to undergo a 
Salivation, which he intended to ſubmit 
to, but by the Recommendation of a 


Gentleman in Town, he alter'd his Mind 


and apply'd to me, the Bubo being at that 
Time in a Manner ſchirrous. 

APRIL the 5th, 1767, I put him upon 
a Courſe of the Liſbon Diet-Drink, which 
in about ten Days brought the Bubo to

A ſtubborn Scorbutic Head-Ach, with 
Eruptions on the Body. 


A Clerk to a Timber-Merchant, aged 
* Twenty-four, had for eight Years 


paſt, been conſtantly more or leſs troubled 
with a ſtubborn ſcorbutic Head-Ach ; the 


Pain was chiefly fixed to the right Tem- 


ple, and fo violent by Turns, as almoſt 
to reach a Fit of Deſtraction; for at ſuch 
Times it generally brought on a Vomit- 
ing, like that from a Concuſſion of the 
Brain, attended with a Stiffneſs and Swel- 
ling of his Eye on the ſame Side : In this 


Condition, he often could not eat, nor 


ſleep for ſeveral Days and Nights together, 
his Stomach being ſick; and his Head fo 
giddy, that every Thing he looked at 
ſeemed in Motion. To uſe his own Ex- 
preſſion, he was perpetually taking one 


Thing or other, both by the Advice of 
Gentlemen of the 3 and others: 
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He was bliſtered between the nn 
bled both at the Arm, and by Leeches 
applied to the affected Part, and frequent- 
ly took Purging Phyſick. Several other 
Remedies were both internally and exter- 
nally applied, but without the Relief that 
might naturally have been expected from 
ſuch conſiderable Evacuations.— About 
ſeven Vears before, his Body broke out, all 


over with a moiſt Scab, and from that 


Time he never miſſed theſe Eruptions, 


more or leſs, every Spring, till that of 


taking the Dzet-Drink. 


AeRIL the 27th, 1757, he began a 
Courſe of the Lisbon Diet-Drink, which 
was duly continued daily for upwards of a 
Month: This Medicine promoted Sweat 
and Urine plentifully, and kept his Body 
open: He found ſenſible Relief in four 
or five Days, and had but one Attack of

State, and appear to be creeping down-

and ſenſibly reliev'd bis Throat, not being

Snuff, &c. About three Months after this, 
in picking the Noſe and attempting to blow 
it, ſeveral Pieces of the decay d Bone came 
away in ſmall Splinters, and continued 
doing ſo from Time to Time; one of 
which was as large as the Nail of the 
little Finger: The Noſe, for Want of it's 
due Support, was now conſiderably de- 
preſs'd, ſo as ſomewhat to disfigure the 
Face; and in this unhappy Situation, (the 
Patient told me) he was quite in Deſpair 
for ſeveral Months, and that he labour'd 
under the moſt dreadful Apprehenſions 
of dying by Inches, as ſeveral Methods 
had by this Time been try'd in vain for 
his Relief.

and Tonſil Glands : At this Time he put 
himſelf under the Care of an eminent A.- 
pothecary, who treated his Caſe judiciouſſy 


in every Reſpect, and us d every Method 


which he thought bid the faireſt for a Cure: 
He try'd Fumigation and the ſeveral Mer cu- 


rial Preparations, but particularly the Blue 
Pill, with a frong Decoction of the Woods as 


an Alterative for a long Time, but without 


the wiſh'd for Effect, for the Ulcers ſtill 
continued in a corroding State, and what 
was worſe, another Ulcer made its Appear- 
ance on the Roof of the Mouth, about half 
a Year after, and ſoon deſtroy'd the Palate- 
Bonequitethrough.—The Gentleman who 
attended him, finding his Diſeaſe thus 
uncommonly inveterate, and ſo deeply 
rooted in his Conſtitution by Length of 
Time, began to looſe all Hopes of a 
Cure, as well as the Patient, who ſeem'd 
finking under his Diſorder extremely faſt, 
being much too weak to think of under- 
going the Severity of a Salivation; and in

this Condition his Aparbecory came with 
him to me, —Upon examining his Throat 

I found that both the Toni Glands were 
totally conſumed by the Ulcers which till 
ſeem'd ſpreading to the ſurrounding Parts; 
the Uuula was eat away at it's Baſis, 
and hung by a ſmall Appendicle, a little 
thicker than a Pack-thread and ready to 
drop into the Throat, which I therefore 
ſnipp'd * off with the Probe- ſciſſars; the 
Ulcer on the Roof of his Mouth had 
made it's Way quite through the Palate- 
Bone, and was large enough to admit a 
Gooſe Quill, inſomuch that the Liquids 
he attempted to ſwallow, were forc'd 
through this Hole and guſh'd out at his 
Noſe, which oblig'd him (when in Com- 
pany) to hold his Handkerchief to his 
Face, to hinder it from being perceiv'd. 

— September the 16th, I put him.upon a 
Courſe of the Liſbon Dret-Drink, which 
conſtantly ſweated him Night and Morn- 
ing, and though theſe Sweats were ſome- 
times profuſe, he found both his Strength 
and Spirits much better than before; Tai 
Quantity of Urine was alſo increaſ'd, and 
he had generally two Stools a Day.

he could now ſwallow without much Re- 
gurgitation of the Liquids through the 
Noſe, and in leſs than five Weeks from 
his firſt Beginning with the Diet-Drink, 
all the Ulcers in the Throat were perfectly 
heal'd, and the Hole on the Palate was 
firmly clos'd, ſo as not to allow one Drop 
of Liquor to eſcape through it into the 
Noſe: He was now in good Spirits, grew 
fat and got Strength apace, and at the 
End of ſix Weeks left off the Medicine, 
perfectly cur'd; though it is now. near 
ten Years ago, he has never had the 
leaſt Relapſe, but continues well in every 
Reſpect.

CTOBER the 2th, 1757, an 

Apothecary in Town, aged Twenty- 
ſeven. of a thin Habit of Body and ſlender 
Conſtitution, apply'd to me: About three 
Years before, he contracted a virulent Go- 
norrbæa, which he treated in a Manner 
ſuitable to recent Diſorders of that Kind ; 
the inflammatorySymptoms were removed 
in a few Weeks, and the Running was 
brought to a good Colour and Conſiſtence; 
the Diſcharge, however, ſtill continued, 
but having no Marks of Virulence, he neg- 
lected it as a Simple Gleet, proceeding from 
a Weakneſs and Relaxation of the affected 
Parts: In this Manner it remained about 
two Years, varying a little in Colour or 
Quantity, from any Irregularity in Drink- 
ing, or the Inconvenience of catching 
Cold. At length he perceiv'd a Swel- 
ling in the Left Teſticle, which in a ſhort 
Time abated by the Uſe of Mercury and

ſmall fleſhy Granulation about the Size of 


a Pea, began to ſhoot-out from the ulce- 
rated Part, which the Patient taking for 
proud Fleſh, endeavoured to deſtroy by 
Means of Eſcharoticks, &c. He now 
made trial of the different Preparations of 
Mercury, both of his own Accord, and 
by the Advice of others of the Profeſſion, 
in Order to deſtroy that venereal Cauſe 
which gave Riſe to the Ulcer, and alſo to 
reſtrain the encreaſing Bulk of the Excreſ- 
cence, which he perceiv'd every Day grow- 
ing bigger and bigger; he alſo obſerv'd, 
that as it grew larger, it's Appearance was 
conſiderably chang' d, being much more

ſolid and compact, than what it was in 
the Beginning: In about twelve Months 
the Tumour was ſo enormouſly enlarged 
downwards, and acroſs his Throat, that 
'twas with the utmoſt Difficulty he could 
breath, ſwallow, or diſtinctly pronounce 
his Words ; and whilſt in Bed, his Reſpi- 
ration was ſo extremely laborious, that he 
was often obliged ſuddenly to riſe up, to 


avoid the Danger of being choak d 
HFle apply'd to me ſoon after, in a very 


languiſhing Condition, being extremely 
waſted and wore away from Anxiety of 
Mind and the Want of due Nouriſh- 
ment, for at this Time he was not able to 
ſwallow any ſolid Food at all, and there- 
fore was obliged to live upon Fluids, ſuch 
as Broth, Milk, Sc. I extirpated the Tu- 


mour with ſome Difhculty®, and deſtroy'd+ 
the Roots of it by the Cauſt.

conveyed down the Throat to the affected 


Part. The Uvula, though in a ſound 


State, was forced out of it's natural Situ- 
ation, by the Growth of the Tumour, fo

dicines he took diſappeared, and in a few 
Weeks he was concluded perfectly cured.

I loin that perhaps he had 
been taking Mercurials, and that he had 
got Cold with them, or that the Swel- 
ling aroſe from the Stoppage of a Run- 
ning, but he poſitively aſſured me this 
was not the Caſe, and that he firſt per- 
ceiv'd the Swelling as he fat in a Coffee 
Houſe after coming from the Exchange, 
At firſt he applied to an Apothecary, 
who had bled him two or three Times, 
fomented and poulticed the Part, and given 
him Medicines for a Fortnight without 
any Abatement in the Size of the Tu- 
mour. September the 12th, 1758, he 
came to me in the Situation already men- 
tion'd ; I ordered him a Bag-Truſs to ſuſ- 
pend the Scrotum, and immediately put 
him upon a Courſe of the Die!-Drint.,— 
For the firſt Week I could perceive no 
ſenſible Change in the Part; in about ten 
or twelve Days it grew much ſofter and 
began to decreaſe, in Bulk very faſt —He 
continued the Medicine for a Month or 
upwards; in which Time both the Hard- 
neſs and Swelling totally diſappear'd, and 
the Teſticle was reduc d to its natural 
Size.

Old Shankers on the Prepuce, breaking 
, out again after a Salvation, 


PRIL the 21ſt, 1759, a Gentle- 


man of Fortune applied to me; he 


was of a very thin delicate Habit of 


Body, and appear'd conſumptive : 
He told me that a few Months before, 
he had been recommended to me by a 
Gentleman at Plymouth, for the Cure 
of an old venereal Complaint, and that 
he came to London accordingly ; but 
oh his Arrival in Town, he was per- 
ſuaded to undergo a Salvation, which 
he ſubmitted to, and by which, the 
Symptoms of his Diſeaſe were carried off 
for a Time: The Violence of this 
Courſe greatly impaired his Strength, and 
left him 1a a very languid Condition ; 
but what was much worſe, brought upon 


him a Spitting of Blood from the Lungs, 


which in the End, prov'd the Occaſion 
of his Death. A few Weeks after 


the Salivation, the old Shankers on the 
Prepuce again broke out, which was the 
Reaſon of his applying to me :—1 gave 
him the Diet-Drin for near three Weeks, 
Ws. by 
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by which the Shankers were healed with- 
out any Relapſe. He afterwards left 
Town, and went to his Father's Country- 
Seat in Huntingtonſbire, where I heard 
that he languithed ſeveral Months, and 
being worn away to a Skeleton, at laſt 


ſunk under the Shitiing of Bicod and his 
other conſumptive Ailments.

Of Four Years Continuance, with Swel- 
ling of the Teſiicles, Excreſcenſes on the 
Glans and Prepuce, and Blotches on 
the Head and Body. 


Gentleman of 'a Plethoric Habit, and 
ſomewhat - corpulent, aged Thirty- 
two, near four Years ago contracted a vi- 
rulent Gonorrhza with Shankers on the 
Glans and Prepuce, which by rubbing in 
the mercurial Ointment, and the Uſe of 
internal Medicines diſappeared ; but in a 
ſhort Time returned again : Upon repeat- 
ing the Medicines and mercurial Oint- 
ment, the Symptoms went off as before, 
and the Patient ſeem'd very well for ſome 
Time, though by the Event, twas plain 
his Cure was only palliative. In a few 
Months after, the Diſeaſe broke out with 
all the pee of a confirmd Pox, 
the 
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the Patient being conſtantly troubled with 
nocvurnal Pains, particularly in his Shins; 
and alſo with Eruptions on his Head, 
Arms, and other Parts of the Body, 
which in a little Time turned to deep 
cruſty Scabs, deſtroying the Skin and cel- 
lular Membrane down to the Mulcles, 
and leaving the Part with hard unequal 
Lumps, or Cicatrices of a livid bluiſh 
Colour, 


Tre Teſiicles were enormouſly en- 
larged, particularly the left, which was 
encreaſed to the Bulk of a Gooſe-Egg ; 
the Swelling of the other, though not ſo 
large, was of a whole Year's ſtanding, and 
ſo extremely hard, as ſtrictly to be call'd 
a perfect Schirrus. There was ſome 
Running, though but little, and the 


 Glans and Prepuce were beſet with Waris, 


or rather fleſhy Excreſcencies, which 1 
extirpated, though ſome of them began 
to waſte away by the Effect of the Me- 
dicine ; one in particular, fo exactly re- 
ſembling a Rasberry, as hardly at a Diſ- 
tance to be diſtinguiſhed from it. 


BIN recommended to me by a Gen- 
tleman, which was a near Relation of his;

I DesIRED him to keep it in a hori- 
zontal Poſition and to give it Eaſe, and 
at the ſame Time directed it to be poul- 
ticed and fomented twice a Day. No- 
vember 10, 1761, he began a Courſe of 
the Lisbon Diet-Drink, which purged 
him gently and encreaſed the urinary Diſ- 
charge: By this Method regularly con- 
tinued for five Weeks, the Ulcer was 
healed, the Swelling of the Leg entirely

By the Advice of an 
eminent Phyſician | in Town he was di- 
rected to make Uſe of the Temperate 
Bath at Buxlon, and alſo to Drink the 
Waters, with both which he complied 
but without Advantage :—He afterwards 
went to Bath, but not finding Relief there 
he returned to London, May the gth, 
1763, he began a Courſe of the Diet- 
Drink; after taking it a few Days it threw 
out a vaſt Quantity of the Eruption and 
relieved his Head-Ach in a very extraor- 
dinary Manner ; his Strength and Appe- 
tite were conliderably increaſed and at the 
End of a Month he left off the Medicine;

. nothing will ſo much impair the 
Health and natural Strength of Body, 
as a State of continual Suſpence and Anxi- 
ety of Mind; the following Remarks ſe- 
lected from the Obſervations of the cele- 
brated Aſtruc, who is univerſally allowed 
the beſt Author on the Venereal Diſeaſe, 
are laid down for the Information of the 
Reader. If from hence his Doubts 
and Fears appear groundleſs and unne- 
ceſſary, he will do well to lay them to- 
tally aſide, and no longer act the Part of 
the Self- tormentor; but if, on the con- 
trary, they ariſe from Reality and ſuf- 
ficient Cauſe, he will not then, from In- 
dolence or falſe Delicacy, trifle with that 
„ R in- 
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ineſtimable Bleſſing, a good Conſtitution; : 
and by Delays, ſuffer it to be impair- 


ed, from the Continuance of a Diſeaſe, 
which, if properly treated, may always 
be fafely and certainly cured. 


Trex Neceſſity of ſuch nenn as 
will enable the Patient in ſome Meaſure 
to judge for himſelf in doubtful Caſes, is 
evident; ſince from the Want of them, 
the timorous and infatuated have ſome- 
times been driven to Suicide and Deſpair, 
or forced into the Hands of ignorant 
Pretenders, who turn ſuch exceſſive, and 


ſometimes unneceſſary Fears, to their 


own Advantage. 


As I would not appear either to 


fright or flatter the Reader, I have ra- 


ther choſen to quote the Authority of 
another, than to deliver Opinions of my 
own.

Sometimes indeed I 
was obliged to add a few Words to con- 
nect the Sentences; but not more than 
were neceſſary as well as unavoidable. 


IT is no wonder that the Signs or 
Symptoms of the confirmed Lues are fo 
often doubtful, and miſtaken by the Pa- 
tient for thoſe of other Diſeaſes, ſince 
Men of Judgment and extenſive Practice 
ſometimes find it difficult to diſtinguiſh 
them properly. Firſt, Becauſe many of 
the Symptoms are common to other Diſ- 
eaſes : ſecondly, Becauſe many of them 
do not appear in the Beginning of the 
Diſeaſe, but only when the Pox is be- 
come inveterate; whereas, the Thing 

chiefly to be wiſhed, is to diſcover it fo 
early as to prevent all ſubſequent Dan- 
ger: Thirdly, When the Pox is received, 
the Symptoms are diverſified by the Na- 
ture and Difference of the Patient's Con- 
ſtitution, ſo as either to reſemble or ag- 
gravate the Symptoms of thoſe particular 
Complaints to which he had before been 
ſubject. For inſtance, if any One has 
had a Diſorder in his Lungs, Head, Eyes, 
Liver, &c. upon the Admiſſion of the

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tacked in the ſame Places, but in a more 
violent Manner ; hence there 1s not the 
leaſt Suſpicion of a new Diſeaſe, and the 
Patient only imagines that he ſuffers 
from his former Diſorder, 


Tx Nature and Order of the Signs 
are two-fold : viz. Either ſuch as are 
demonſtrative and certain, becauſe they 
are peculiar to the Venercal Diſcale only; 
or ſuch as are equivocal and uncertain, 
becauſe they are common to other Diſ- 
orders, From the Preſence of the de- 

monſtrative or true Signs, it may be de- 
termined, that the Pox 1s preſent ; but 
from their Abſence it cannot with equal 
Certainty and Truth be known that it is 
abſent; becauſe the Force of the Cauſe 
being variouſly hindered, or prevented 
from acting, the Effe& does not always 
uniformly and necellacily follow. 


TRE demonſtrative Signs of Infection 
are, frequent Abortion, or the ſickly 
Conſtitution of Children born at their 
full Time: Namely, ſuch as are ſru- 
mous, rickety, hectical, and emaciated ; 
eſpecially, if ſuch Diſorders happen 
in moſt or all the Children of the 
ſame Family, where the Parents and 
their

their Anceſtors were free from ſuch 
Diſorders; otherwiſe they ought not to 
be deemed Marks of Infection, —_ 


confirmed by other Signs. 


Ir local venereal Diſorders, ſuch as 
Shankers, Excreſcences, Warts, or Bu- 
boes appear upon the Genitals, either 
ſpontaneouſly at firſt, or after an appa- 
rent Cure, break out afreſh, without 
Intimacy with a ſuſpected Perſon, they 
are certain Signs of the Pox, and Marks 
of the firſt Rank; but are leſs certain in 
denoting a confirmed Lues, when they 
appear after the Uſe of Venery; ſince 
that is never ſo ſafe, as to be totally free 
from Suſpicion. 


ALL eruptive Diſorders, where the Skin 
is disfigured, if they happen without any 
manifeſt Cauſe, and obſtinately elude 
the Force of Medicines, are Signs of 
a venereal Taint. But ſuch eutaneous Af- 
fections ought to be diſtinguiſhed from 
other Diſeaſes of the Skin, which are 
critical and not venereal; or from yel- 
low or livid ſcorbutic Spots, which moſt 
abound where the other Marks of a con- 


firmed Scuruy appear; that is, when the

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Gums have been ſpungy and ulcerated, 
and the Shins black and livid. 


ULcess of the Throat, Noſe, Palate, 
and Gums, with a Caries or Rotten- 
neſs of the contiguous Bones, are often 
obſerved in an inveterate Pox ; but 
there is Need of much Caution to avoid 
confounding them with ſuch as are ſcor- 
butic, which are nearly related to them 
in Situation, Malignancy, and Difficul- 
ty of Cure, but very different in other 
Reſpects. For Inſtance venereal Ulcers 
firſt attack the Tonſil Glands: and 
Throat; then the Gums, but more 
rarely and flowly. On the contrary, 
ſcorbutic Ulcers firſt attack the Gums, 
and afterwards the Throat and Tonſils. 


VENEREAL Ulcers frequently ſeize 
on the Noſe, with a Caries or Rotten- 
neſs of the ſubjacent Bones; but ſcor- 
butic Ulcers ſeldom or never. | 


VenEREAL Ulcers are often callous 
or hard in their Circumference; ſcorbu- 
tic Ulcers the contrary: The firſt are 
more circumſcribed, and for the moſt 
Part circular; the laſt are irregular and 
wide ſpreading. 

VENEREAL 
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1 Ulcers corrode and form 
Cavities; ſcorbutic ones ſhoot out ſpun- 


gy Excreſcences or proud Fleſh. 


AND laſtly, Venereal Ulcers are join- 
ed with other Signs of the venereal Di- 
ſeaſe; and ſcorbutic ones with thoſe of 
the Scurvy; except in the /corbutic Pox, 
where the Symptoms are complicated 
and more uncertain. 


CARE ſhould alſo be taken, not to 
miſtake venereal Pains for thoſe which 
are ſcorbutic, rheumatic, or gouty. 
The firſt are generally increaſed by the 
Heat of the Bed, and are therefore 
called nocturnal Pains; but the laſt from 
thence become more eaſy. 


VENEREAL Pains are chiefly confined 
to the ſolid or middle Part of the Bones of 
the Legs and Arms; ſcorbutic ones uſu- 
ally invade the Joints and membranous 
Parts of the Body. The firſt are not re- 
lieved by common Remedies, and only 
yield to a venereal Treatment; the laſt 
are mitigated by the Uſe of Flannel, or 
warm Weather; they often go off and 
return by irregular Periods, and fre- 


quently a are n by manifeſt Cauſes, 
ſuch 
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ſuch a8, lntemperance, catching Cold, 
or living too _y on falt or ws eg 
Proviſion. 


Is a deep ſeated violent Pain has oc- 
cupied the ſame Part for a conſiderable 
Time, obſtinately reſiſting all Reme- 


dies; or, if the Patient, for ſeveral 


Evenings ſucceſſively, has been ſeized 
with a Chillneſs or ſlight ſhivering Fit, 
ſucceeded by a feveriſh Heat, and Sweats 
towards the Morning, they are Signs 
of a latent Pox, particularly where there 
are other correſponding Symptoms. 


A Decay of the Bones may happen 
excluſive of a Venereal Cauſe, as often 
as it ſucceeds a rickety, ſcorbutic, or ſtru- 
mous Affection of the Bones; a ſtub- 
born, malignant Ulcer, ſituated imme- 
diately upon a Bone; or an Abſceſs, 
formed under the Perioſteum or Mem- 
brane which covers it. If thoſe Caſes 
are excepted, the Decay or Caries of 
a Bone is always to be ſuſpected Ve- 
nercal, Et 


TuMouRs of the Glands do fre- 
quently happen from Cauſes which are 


Not Venereal ; particularly from ſcro- 
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phulous Humours, or a rickety Dispo | 
fition: There is, notwithſtanding, need 


of Caution to diſtinguiſh them truly. ? **X 


Tre egurvocal, or more remote and un- 
certain Signs of Infection are, Inflamma- 
tion of the Eyes, Head-Ach, a hiſſing 
Noiſe in the Ears, with Thickneſs of 
Hearing, Giddineſs of the Head, and 

4 Waſting of the Body, with univerſal 
Weakneſs, and a flow Intermitting Fe- 
ver.— In Women, the Fluor Albus, Can- 
cer of the Womb, Barrenneſs, or fre- 
quent Abortion, without any manifeſt 
Cauſe. 


Ir after Shankers ſuddenly dried up; 
a Bubo repelled, or Gonorrhœa reſtrained 
by Art or Accident, the ſame Complaints 
break out again without any freſh Cauſe ; 
then it is evident the Patient is poxed.— 
So it is probable there is a latent In- 
fection, if he is ſubject to a falling- off 
of the Hair, Ulcers in the Throat or 
1 Noſe, Giddineſs, Head- ach, Pains in 
the Bones or muſcular Parts, which are 
relieved by Eruptions on the Skin; a 
Maraſmus, of Waſting of the Body, 
with hypochondriacal Diſorders, and a 
flow intermitting Fever. But if the 
8 Patient 


| " Patiengi is only affected with one or two 
ef thoſe equivocal Symptoms, and has 
= never ſuffered any local venereal Diſeaſe; 
then he ought to be deemed free from 
all Suſpicion of it. There are, not- 
withſtanding, 7wo Caſes, where it would 
be better for him to ſuffer an irkſome 
and tedious Remedy (meaning Saliva- 
tion) than to remain in continual Fear 
of the worſt, The one is, where the 
Patient propoſes to enter into the Mar- 
riage- State, and where he might chance 
to inſect a Wife with the Pox, or his 
Children with the Ricgels, or King's E- 
vi, which though different from the 
Pox, are altogether as malignant; for 
a bad Tree always produces bad Fruit. * 


Tur other, where the Patient has 
been long afflicted with ſome obſtinate 
Diſeaſe, which has eluded the Force 
and Efficacy of Medicine; for then there 
ariſes ſtrong Suſpicion, that a concealed 
Poiſon ſupplies the Diſeaſe with freſh _ 
Fuel. * 


To the preceding Obſervations I have 
added the following Marks of Diſtinc- 
tion, between the recent | Gonorrhwa 
and Fluor Albus. 
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| Ar 18 a Circumſtance of tlie tatbſt 
Conſequence, to diſtinguiſh a freſh ves 


nereal Infection from the Fluor Albus, 
or Whites; for if the firſt is miſtaken 


for the laſt, and is either neglected or 
treated accordingly; the Diſorder may 
unfortunately end in a confirmed Pox. 


Tur Gonorrhœa is malignant and 
inflammatory; the Fluor Albus moſt 
commonly ariſes from Relaxation and 
bodily Weakneſs; and therefore. the 
Remedies proper in the ficſt Diſorder 
would render the laſt more violent, 


In the Gonorrh&a, the Diſcharge 
chiefly proceeds from the Parts contigu- 
ous to the urinary Paſſage, and conti- 
nues whilſt the Menſes flow ; but in the 


Fluor Albus, it is ſupplied ſrom the Va- 
gina and Cavity of the Womb, and the 
Menſes are ſeldom regular. 2 


In the Gonorrhœa, an Itching, In- 
flammation, and Heat of Urine, are the 


Fore-runners of the Diſcharge; the O- 


rifice of the urinary Paſſage is promi- 


nent and painful, and the Patient is af- 


fected with a frequent Irritation to 
make Water. In the Fluor Albus, 
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| Pains i in the Loide = Loſs Strength. N 
Bi attend the Diſc hurge; and if any Jo 55 
* flam mation or Feat of Urine follow, it 
bappens in a leſ Degree, and only after 
a long Continuance of the Diſcharge, 

which becoming ſharp and acrimonious, 
excoriates the ſurroundirg Parts. 
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In the Gonorrheea, the Dice charge of 
ten ſuddenly appears, without any evi- 
dent Cauſe; but in the Fluor Albus, 
it comes on more ſlowly, and is often 
produced by Irregularities of the Men- 
ſes, frequent Abortion, Sprains, or long 
continued Illneſs. | 


In the Gonorrhœa, the Diſcharge is 
greeniſh or yellow, leſs in Quantity, 
and not attended with the fame Symp- _ 
toms of Weakneſs, In the Fluor Albus, 

it is alſo often of the ſame Colour, eſpe- 

_- cially in bad Habits of Body, and after 

long Continuance ; but is uſually more 
offenſive, and redundant in Quantity,
